The Commission state: 

Our attempt to establish a 
satlsfactory scale for a tem- 
porary high cost of living 


allowance, the need for which’ 


was manifest from the first day 
on which we heard evidence, 
has not satisfied ua, What we 
propose ts ‘the best we have 
been able to achieve on the. 
available evidence, It is con- 
servative and It mnoy serve as 
a temporary = =mensure — until 
adeqtnte statistics have been 
aasembled and scientifically {n- 
terpreted In what we hope may 
become a ijuarterly or at most 
nu half-yearly survey of the cost 
of Living. ! 

The Labour Office compiles 
weekly a Food and Fuel Index 
of which “Rehabilitation 
Allowance paid to skilled and 
unskilled labour is reviewed. 
The weakness of this Index for 
our purpore ja that it surveys 
too narrow on nrena of com- 
moditicn and is limited to whet 
in effect Is a single class of rhe 
community, .

We have taken th 
loss of these privileges into account 
in oasessing solaries for the grades 
affected and consider that all  of- 
ficers, whether Hving in Governmen: 
married quarters or in privately 
rented accommodation, should pay 
for the fuél and light which they 
consume, . ‘ 

Hardtying allowance is at present 
payable to Police officers stationed in 
the New Territories, to the crews 
of Police crulsing launches and to 
boarding omcers and assistant in- 
spectors of junks when on duty afloat 
in connexion with typhoons or other 
cmergencics, We sce no justification 
for the payment of hardlying allow- 
ance to any. Government ‘officer per- 
manently stationed-in the New Ter- 
ritorice or outlying parte of the istand 
such as Cape D'Aguilar provided 
that reasonable uve of Government 
transport is permitted to enable him 
o make periodic visits tv Hong 
Kong or Kowloon, Nor do we con: 
sider that hardlying — allowances 
should be paid to the crews of Police 
cruising Jaunches or to Harbour Of- 
fice employees on duty afloat, We re- 
Ccognine, however, that such officers 
nave their homes ashore and are in 
consequence put to extra expense 
when on duty for over 24 hours at 
sea and we recommend that they 
should receive field allowance, 


Field Allowance 


The present ecale of field allaw- 
ance and the conditions under which 
it i payable appear to us to ree 
quire revision, When on officer is 
compelled by the nature of his work 


OVERNMENT ALLOWANCES 


to aleep asvay from his headquarters 
he may reasonably be expected to 
{ncur additlonal expenditure on food, 
particularly if the perlod -during 
which he is aay is a short one. In 
addition be may or y mot be put 
to additional expense in respect of 
sleeping accommodation. We recom. 
mend, therefore, that in future Geld 
alldwance should be .redesigded to 
Cover the additional cost of food 
while an officer ia compelled to, sltep 
away from his headquarters and that 
& separate lodging allowance at ap- 
Propriate rates should be granted to 
officers who are compelled to pay for 
overnight accommodation, 

We recommend ,the abolition ot 
boot allowance and the issue Instead 
from Government Stores on an ap: 
Proved scale of boots or shoes of 
sultable pattern, 


Entertainment | 


We have recelved represcntatlons 
from several Heads of Departments 
who are {in the course of thelr official 
duties called upon to esitertaln visle- 
ing officials of other Governments, 
that an entertainment — allowance 
should be provided for in their de- 
Partmental votes from which they or 
officers of their departments could be 
reimbursed for expenses incurred in 
official entertaining, Except in the 
case of Hi Excellency the Governor, 
we pre opposed to the introduction 
of departmental votes for entertain- 
ment but recommend the provision 
of funda for official entertainment to 
be controlled: by the Secretariat from 
which officers can be relmburaed for 
approved expenditure, It would, in 
our opinion, place Heads of Depart. 
ments in an invidious position if 
they were themielves to control de- 
partmental votes for this purpose, 


Acting Pay 


“We understand that during 
Military Administration and 
some time after the resumption of 
clvil government, when many of: 
‘ficers went on recuperative leave, the’ 
practice arose of paying charge al- 
Jowances to certain officers nor 
eligible for acting pay who had to 
undertake greatly increased’ reapon- 
sibilities, While such a syatem was 
unavoidable jn the abnormal clrcuma- 
tances of that period, the Commission 
is opposed 10 the payment of charge 
allowances. The responaibilities of 
many posts are liable to vary ac- 
cording to circumstances and © when 
responsibilities teroporarily JAncrense, 
most officers welcome the opportunity 
Presented to them of displaying thelr 
capabill.ies, If there fe a permanent 
increase in responsibility we con- 
sider that there Is a case for the up- 
grading of the post. Difficultles have 
arisen in the pat mainly because a 
the application of acting pay rules.

The year which has ended was 
one of the worst in the history of 
foreign affairs. “Its only concrete 
achievements were the — peace 
treaties with Italy, Finland, Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, 
Otherwise it was abortive of 
major constructive — results, and 
the peace for which millions 
yearn is further off than cern, 
The political scene was dominat- 
ed by the great powers, with the 
Unites States and the Soviet 
Union engaged in what to many 
scemed merely oa struggle for 
vantage positions, The struggle 
was, and is, net. confined to 
Europe: it was, and is, being 
fought with the same relentless: 
ness in Asia. It is complicated 
and embittered by idealngical con- 
Gict between Communism and 
Western Democracy. In its first 
stages this conflict can be des- 
cribed as a cold war between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, with the body and soui 
of Germany as the chief prize in 
Europe, and the body and sout oF 
China as the chief prize in Asia. 

In the cold war the aggressive 
initiative has been from the be.

international conference has 
shown, her main arm has been 
the weapon of political warfare.

If 
she is not set on the conquest of 
Europe, the whole trend of her 
policy has been ‘to maintain and 
extend the division of Europe 
into clear-cut spheres of influence. 
Her admirers describe her policy 
as realivt. It is in fact an exposi- 
tion of an ‘oriental power com- 
plex. She may have ‘no con: 
fidence in the Western Democra- 
cies. But what she has achieved 


‘{by her aggressive. policy in 1947 


has -been to destroy the gencrous 
goodwill which. her armies won 
for her during the war. : 

In these circumstances the out- 
look for ‘1948 is far from pro- 
mising. There is virtually no 
problem of foreign affairs which 
cannot be settled promtly if 
Russia, Britain and the United 
States are in ‘agreement. Without 
that agreement even the simplest 
problem becomes complicated.
